New York, Oct. 9.—There 1 
been too much science and not enough 
common sense in treating the subject 
of seal life in Behring Sea,” said the 
speaker, according to Washington spe- 
cial _printed y. Special Agent 
Williams of Department, 
was sent to Alaskan waters last 
spring to superintend the killing of 
seals on Pribyleff Islands. The cor- 
respondent had been speaking with 
him about the report made by Prof. 
Elliott of the Smithsonian Institate, 
wherein he contended the method of 
killing seals on land wes more de- 
structive than deep sea po.ching. 

„There is no trouble about killing 
on land,” W went on, “itis 
the deep sea, sealing, as it is 
called, that is 80 rapidly decimating 
the animals.“ 

Williams did not think the price of 
sealskins had advanced within the 
last few days or that there was any 
gearcity of skins. In regard to the 
methods necessary to prevent poach- 
ing, the inspector said: 

It can only be prevented by some 
sort of international agreement that 
will permit us to seite not only any 
vessel found sealing in Behring Sea, 
but any vessel having skins on board. 
Armed with those instructions a few 
vessels could patrol those waters suc- 
cessfully. The three-mile limit is no 
special protection to the United States. 
It a comparatively easy matter for 
schooners to run in close to the rocks 
on foggy nights and send a boat ashore 
aod kill seals in their rookeries. 

When asked if the seals were die- 
appearing, he said: 

There is no doubt that unless some 
measure of protection is afforded them, 
sealing will soon become a lust indus- 
try.

There is a strange ranch just over 
Puget sound, near Renton, half a dozen 
miles from here, on which wild animals 
and ordinary domestic animals are bei 
successfully reared side by side, the 
former not interfering in the least with 
the others. This has been going on for 
years, and wild and tame animals dwe!! 
together in the greatest harmony. 
The ranch, says a Seattle paper, is 
owned by Peter Gallagher, who settled 
in the woods there over twenty years 


ago, and has managed to clear up over | 
one hundred acres. During all these | 


years Mr. Gallagher has not been given 
to hunting, although all kinds of ani- 
mals have constantly surrounded him. 
Because of this they have grown tame, 
and they often come right into the barn- 
yard and make themselves perfectly at 
home. 

One of these is a black bear. He has 
for nearly a year visited Gallagher's 
yard almost daily, eaten with the cattle 
and lain down with the calves, display- 
ing neither fear nor ferocity. Gallagher 
often goes among the stock at such 
times, passing within two or three feet 
of bruin, who weighs some three hun- 
dred pounds, but as Gallagher has never 
disturbed him he does not bother to 
move away. On the contrary he appre- 
ciates as a favor various scraps of bacon 
and other articles from the table which 
the worthy rancher feeds to him. Gal 
lagher thinks a great deal of his pet, 
and would not have him molested for 
anything. The bear seems to enjoy 
being with the cattle and especially 
with the calves. 

A handsome pair of fawns also run 
about the place, associating regularly 
with the calves, and at times with the 
shaggy black bear, and not in the least 
fearing the other animals of the motley 
collection, nor Mr. Gallagher, who is 
uniformly kind to the stock, wild and 
tame. The fawns came from the vicin- 
ity of Cedar Lake, where eonsiderable 
hunting is done, and from which sec- 
tion game is being driven. Some five 
years ago another pair of fawns came 
to Mr. Gallagher’s ranch and made 
their home there for a couple of years, 
even going into the barn during stormy 
nights and being locked up with the 
sto lc. Mr. Gallagher at length gave 

imm to a neighbor who had taken a 
iuncy to them, and he in turn presented 
them to a friend on the Snohomish, who 
yet has them. 

Numerous flocks of wild ducks and 
geese and other wild fowl alight in the 
worthy rancher’s yard, showing no 
fear at his presence. The advent of a 
stranger, however, will quickly put 
them all to flight. Mr. Gallagher says 
the whole secret of it isin being kind 
to wild animals. He does not hunt him- 
self nor will he permit others to do so 
on his premises. As his ranch is some- 
what secluded, being bounded on near- 
ly all sides by deep woods, the wild ani- 
mals and fowl are rarely disturbed. 


THE TRAFFIC IN TITLES. 


Addle-Pated Americana Who Ape English 
Aristocrats. 

Thousands of American young men, 
of fair education and excellent possi- 
bilities, captivated by the pictures of 
English aristocratic life drawn in Eng- 
lish novels, are learning to despise the 
simple, rational, useful life of the 
wortby American citizen, and to court 
consideration and vulgar popularity by 
adopting the habits, and leading the 
useless lives of English lords.

servile reverence before them. and do 
their best to make a similar display.”

Carson, Sept. 28, 1801. 

Section 29 of Article IV of the Con- 
stitution provides that the first regu- 
lar session of the Legislature after the 
adoption of the constitution may ex- 
tend to 90 days, but no subsequent 
regular session shall exceed 60 days, 
nor any special session to exceed 20 
days. From the reading of this arti- 
cle the Legislature had the right to 
limit its session toa period not exceed- 
ing 40 days, but at any subsequent 
session the law could be again changed 
and the limit placed at 60 days, and 
the last Legislature passed a law lim- 
iting the next session to 40 days and 
submitted an amendment to the con- 
stitution to the people to say whether 
it should remain so by constitutional 
limit or not.—[ Ep.

This town prints every year a great 
meny iillions of money that its in- 
habitants never handle. There are 
Colombi- u pesos, and Haytian franes, 
the Bra: ian milreis, and Peruvian sols, 
and no dy knows what not besides. 
The bank-note printers of New York 
probably do most of the currency en- 
graving for the South American re- 
publics. Beauty of workmanship is 
eheracteristic of such work in the 
United States, although the business 
in it, most artistic development scarce- 
ly dates back beyond the war of the 
rebellion. To be sure, the old state 
banks had their notes engraved with 
considerable care, but that was before 
the day of the geometric lathe, with its 
intricate scroll work almost defying the 
counterfeiter. 

Most of our own government's print- 
ing, whether of annual reports or notes 
ahd bonds, is done at the bureau of en- 
ru vin and printing in Washingtony 
although the earlier ‘tisues of paper 
money were printed by private hands 
in this citys: 40 

A government goes about having its 
money made much as it would go about 
having guns east or uniforms mannfac- 
tured. Perhaps bids are obtained for the 
work or perhaps not. The resident consul 
or a special agent furnishes the copy.“ 
decides upon designs, quality of paper 
and other details, has the proofs“ read 
just as he would if the matter printed 
was a play or a sermon, and in due time 
pays for the money and sees it safely 
shipped to its destination. Such notes 
are usually packed in tin boxes and sent 
by steamer. When they leave here 
they are worth no more than the paper 
they are printed on and the price of 
printing. A blank is usually left to be 
mel $1 with the sinatures of the 
ren rovernment officials. 

Vio ; lates from . hi¢h foreign money 
is eh craved are trustfully left behind in 
the hands of the cn:traving companies, 
for the unsigned bills would be of little 
avail, ond, besides, in this business it 
pays to be honest. Wholesale counter- 
felting of the necessary signatures 
would probably soon be detected, and a 
single jastance of the kind traced to an 
en ravia® house would mean ruin. The 
interest of the ban\-nete companies is 
all on the side of honesty in such mat- 
ters. Nevertheless, the plates would 
be danvecrous implements in the hands 
of.skilicd workmen, and all plates are 
earcfully «stowed away in vaults to 
which very few persons have access.

* put few people know that there is such a 
thing as sun-cured tea in existence, and fewer 
dave seen it. But there is, and it is of all teas 
the sweetest, purest, and most fragrant.

Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general heading of black teas, get their 


color from the firiag or toasting process, but |
